A DAY AT HAVRE DE GRACE. 

Gainer. One of Successful Quartet, Scores in Lafay- 
ette Handicap. Principal Race of Card — 
Stewards After Rough Riders. 



Baltimore, Mil.. September It!. — The stable of J. L. 
Holland, who ilid not will a race during tin 1 long 
meeting at Saratoga, owing to the fact that lie 
rested most of bis horses while the racing was 
going on at tin- Spa. was again in the limelight to- 
day and. when the n-siilts were all in. his eolors 
had been carried to victory in the tour races in 
which he bad a starter, ile also won bis second 
stake of the meeting when Gainer got home first 
in the Lafayette Handicap, tin* principal event of 
lie afternoon, fiainer ran close to the pacemaker. 
Mr. Sniggs, until well into the stretch, then moved 
up with a rush and. taking the lead without much 
trouble, drew out to win easily from Uoamer. In 
tin tilth ra<e, Grasmere, which Mr. Holland pur- 
chased privately yesterday from T. <!. Enright, w in 
with ease. He was an odds on choice for the race 
and. after getting away rather siowly. raced along 
with Colonel Ashmeade for the ii-st flirts- furlongs, 
alter which lie tmik the lead and retained it. Gras- 
mt-re pulled up a trilh- lame. 

Mr. Holland won the first two races with horses 
that lie purchased during tin* Saratoga meeting. 
Both were quoted at good prices. Tritier, winner 
of the first race, was to he had at odds of IP to 1. 
The victory was a lucky one, however, as Briar 
I'a th ran <-ut at the head of the stretch and carried 
Progressive with her, which was all that beat the 
latter. 

Truili* Mark, a t! to 1 chance, in winning the 
fecund race for Mr. Holland, led by a big margin 
all the way and scored easily. William Garth hid 
her up and tin- stable had to pay $.805 to protect her. 
Ml. Holland himself was not at the track today. 

Cherokee Rose IF.. Harry Payne Whitney’s filly 
that acted so meanly at the post in her start sev 
eral days ago. was schooled for a considerable time 

\ il.is morning and la-haved well. But trainer Albert 
Simons thinks that it will he the same old story 
when she is sent to the post and sees tin* colors, 
as she is a notoriouly had actor and was so in 
England. 

The stewards do not propose to stand for any 
rough riding from jockeys and today Waldron, who 
had tile mount on Bitlgar in the second race, received 
a four-days suspension. 

Mike Lynch, one of starter Milton's assistants, 
had a narrow escape from being seriously injured 
in the second race. Just as starter Milton gave the 
signal for the field to break. Lynch was run into 
by Hilda’s Brother and knocked down, which not 
only killed all chances Hilda’s Brother had in tin* 
race, lint bruised Lynch considerably, although lie 
was able to resume his duties at the lMist for the 
next race. 

H. c. Ilalh-nbook today lost another horse. Hob- 
nob. after being beaten in the opening dash, was 
claimed for Jl.llttO by W. B. Carson, who was repre- 
sented in the race by Billy- Collins. 

Colonel Kal Parr was among those at the track 
today. Colonel Parr was forced to leave Saratoga 
early during the meeting at that place owing to a 
severe attack of rheumatism and went to Hot 
Springs. Vs., to recuperate. His stay there brought 
considerable relief. 

W. ti. Yanke won his first race of the meeting 
with Swish, hut was forced to pay $705 to retain 
him after the race. W. li. Miaell. owner of Arile- 
lon. which ran second, did the bidding.

COUSIN PUSS IMPROVES SUDDENLY. 



Oots Filly, Backed by Her Owner as a 
Thing,” Wins Lexington Feature. 



Lexington, Ky.. September 10. — Howard Oots cut 
loose a good thing in the feature race at the Ken- 
tucky Association course this afternoon. It was 
Cousin Puss, a four-year-old daughter of Pink Coat, 
which overtook lion a net in the stretch and won the 
ham Heap at one mile and a sixteenth apparently 
with ease and all hut equaling the track record of 
1:45% made by Joe Morris last year. The $2 mutuels 
paid $44. 40 straight and $53.30 for place. Owner 
Oots wagered $55 on the filly just as they went to 
the post and he had it all on to win. Mr. Dots made 
it a double when Carlton Club easily defeated the 
favorite. Spindle, in the closing race. Jockey Van 
Duscn rode Imth of these winners. 

Flex, the favorite, won the opener liy a head in a 
drive with Merrick and therewith came the first 
rnn-up of the meeting. J. T. Looney of this city, 
who formerly had a half interest with Robert Shan- 
non in the daughter of Indexible, hid her up to 
$1,200, a lsiost of $300, and J. C. HallalM-r protected 
her with tile customary advance of $5. Jockey 
Small, immediately after riding Flex to victory, 
hustled away from the track to catch a train for 
Sweetwater. Tex., where he is going to try out the 
yearlings that J. W. Fuller will send to Juarez to 
lie prepared for the winter racing of l!tl4. 

John D. Wakefield was a big surprise in the sec- 
ond race. He won all the way and his jockey was 
pulling him up at the tiuisli. The smart money 
went to Detour ami he was third. Jockey Buxton 
rode liis second winner when Maitd B. L. came home 
three lengths in advance of Claxonette in the fourth 
race. Belloc was so much the best of the company 
in the fifth race that lie won by four lengths after 
having been shut off shortly after tin* start. 

Tile weather was slmwer.v and gloomy all after- 
noon, yet the attendance was good and the betting 
active. 

T. C. McDowell said this afternoon that he has 
decided not to race The Manager again. This good 
son of Voter is to Is- placed at the head of the 
stud of good marcs that Mr. McDowell has at Ash- 
land Farm. 

The bidding up of Flex will result in a program 
of seven races for Thursday. There was in the 
■•Advance Fund” of run-up money some $240 left 
over from last spring and this, added to the forty 
l»er-cent of today's run-up, made up enough for 
a $350 purse for 3-year-olds and over at six furlongs. 
The conditions are such that Flex might win it 
if trainer Hallaher decides to enter her. 

F. 1). Weir, trainer and half owner of the good 
juvenile. 01*1 Rosebud, t* ok occasion iliis afternoon 
to deny tin- minors that Old Rosebud lias gone amiss, 
necessitating his retirement. “The i-olt was never 
sounder in limb and wind than lie is today,” said 
Mr. Weir. “Our object in turning the colt out at 
present is due to the fact that lie is t.nlv engaged 
in one stake on the Kentucky tracks this fall. The 
fact that lie stands out over the other two year-olds 
hereabouts would make it difficult to afford him 
many racing op| mu 4 Minifies, as other owners would 
dodgo the Issue. The long rest that he will have 
until spring will enable him to grow and develop 
and bring him hack to tin- turf next season in prime 
condition. My candid opinion is that he will win 
all the Derby* and that he will likewise retire in 
the fall champion of the three-year-ol*l brigade.”

Baltimore, Mil.. September 16. — Santo Sotille. who. 
with Fri-il Auerbach, comprises the executive com- 
mittee of tin- Charleston Fair and Having Associa- 
tion. lias been in Baltimore the past week. Mr. 
Sotille lias been the guest of t lie stewards of the 
Havre de Grace meeting on several occasions and 
lias witnessed the running of several races from tin- 
stewards' stand. 

Plans for tile coming -winter meeting at Charles- 
ton are now in such sha|H- that Mr. Sotille is ready 
to make definite announcement regarding them, anil 
in* lias received such encouragement from the horse- 
men at Havre ile Grace and in Canada and Ken- 
tucky as to warrant tin* assumption that the 
Charleston meeting of next winter will be the equal 
of any winter meeting recently held. 

Twenty stakes of a liberal character will Ik* of- 
fered and tin* conditions for these will lie announced 
in a few days. No overnight purse of less than $400 
will Ik- offered. Care will Ik* taken in framing the 
overnight program so that all classes of horses will 
Ik- provided for. and the numerous applications for 
stalls already coming in guarantee that there will 
Ik* no shortage of horses. 

The general affairs of the association will lw> in

SCHORR STABLE NOW IN KENTUCKY. 

Louisville, Ky., September 10. — The horses of 
John W. Schorr have arrived here lroui Saratoga 
in charge of trainer .1. F. Scnorr and are now quar- 
tered at Douglas Park. The shipment included 
Hamilton, Leochares, Vuudergrift, Brownstoue. Bird- 
ie Williams, Monstone. Edda, Luke McLukc and 
David Craig. As Froglegs, F. A. Stone and Lady 
Trageser had been previously sbipiied here. Mr. 
Schorr now has thirteen horses in training for the 
local tall season of racing. 

Mr. Schorr made numerous entries for the stakes 
at Douglas Park, Churchill Downs and Latonia, hut 
will not lie represented in the Kentucky Endurance 
Stakes because Froglegs went wrong early this sea- 
son. In Bill he started Aylmer in the Endurance 
Stakes and last seasou he sent Star Charter to the 
post in that event. Neither Aylmer nor Star Char- 
ter has raced since they ran in the four- mile con- 
test. The latter will probably lie in training again 
next season, hut Aylmer has been retired to the 
stud. 

The Schorr stable will race through the big meet- 
ings iu Kentucky this fall, but at tbe close of the 
season at Latonia they will all go iutu winter 
quarters at Douglas Park. The Memphis turfman 
lias already purchased ten yearlings and these 
youngsters will he brought to Douglas Park at the 
close of the local racing season. They are now at 
E. It. Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm, near Lexington, 
where Star Charter is also running out. With these 
yearlings Mr. Scliorr will have twenty-five or more 
horses in training for the campaign of 1014. He 
owns a good lot of yearlings if breeding, size aud 
good looks count. If he does not develop some 
choice stake winners out of the collection, lie will 
be disap|)Oiuled. for he paid more for them Ilian lie 
bad expended for young stock since his return to 
tlie turf after his retirement of some years ago. 

Milton It. and Flora Fina, .1. W. Johnson’s can- 
didates for the $.{,500 Douglas Park Inaugural 
Handicap, the $5,000 Louisille Cup, two miles, aud 
the $15,000 Kentucky Endurance Stakes, four miles, 
did some good work at Douglas Park yesterday. 
Milton B. worked one mile and an eighth, hard held, 
in 2:03, running the first mile iu 1:50. It was just 
breezing exercise in preparation for a fast trial 
the latter part of the week. Flora Fina went a 
handy mile in 1:46, and she will also tie worked 
faster in a few days, as she is surely to start iu 
the Inaugural Handicap, one mile and a sixteenth. 

Prince llertuis, also an Inaugural Handicap can- 
didate. did his best mile of the day, when he went 
tin- distance iu 1:45. He is training as well as a 
ihree-year-ohl could for his engagement here this 
tall. Semprite, which will carry George .T. Longs 
colors in the Douglas Park oiieuiug feature, breezed 
five furlongs iu 1:06. She looks fit. 

The best work of the horses at Churchill Downs 
wa> done by J. N. Camden’s Bringhurst and Ber- 
mudian. which pair worked three furlongs iti 36%. 
Bringhurst ran as if he had an abundance of speed. 
Pilain, after having been oft the turf for more than 
a year, went a half in 53. running the first quarter 
in 24!.-,. The great Helios, unbeaten as a three- 
year old this season, breezed a half In 534s- 

The most sensational work at either of the local 
tracks was by M. It. Gruber’s McGee — Gun rod 
Yearling. Sam McMeekiu. He breezed a quarter iu 
24. going each eighth iu 12. lie ran in a way that 
suggested that lie could have gone a second faster 
i. .ei it. i.. en called "ii. So tar be is looked upon is 
as bright a prospect in the yearling line us lias 
been developed here since the days of Sam Bryant 
and his famous gelding. Procter Knott, the first 
winner of the Futurity Stakes, in which he defeated 
that wonderful race horse, Salvator. 

Trainer John Lowe lias gone to Lexington for a 
dav or two. hut will ship none of his string there to 
race. Palo Alto, one of the horses he intended to 
ship there, with the filly Gasket, broke down here 
on Saturday. Palo Alto is an old horse and until 
this season was out of training for several years, 
so his going wrong is no surprise. 

Turfman C. F. Buselicmeyer has about decided 
as to what dis|»osition to make of his noted gelding. 
Hawthorn, when the fall racing season ends iu 
Kentucky this year. His idea Is to send him to 
the Douglas farm near this city and let the son of 
Hastings run out in a ten-acre paddock until the 
winter is over. He will lie fed hut little grain 
and will subsist principally on bay and the frozen 
winter grass. Ed Alvey once tried this program 
with Prince Ahmed and that good performer came 
hack to the track the following season in almost in- 
vincible form. It has been suggested to Mr. Btisclie- 
meyer that lie winter Hawthorn at Juarez. The 
gelding was developed at that course and from there 
tame to Kentucky and in the early spring swept 
all before him last year. He showed then that the 
climate just suited him, but his owner prefers to 
keep him nearer home, so he -r.n see him oilee iu a 
whil< daring tbe cold weather. 

I’lainer Henry Met losky. who has the four year- 
old Cracker Box in training at Churchill Downs, 
looks for that richly bred colt to do some effective 
racing it Douglas Park. Churchill Downs aud La 
tonin this fall. The son of Octagon is big and 
strong ii iw and his let-up from racing since the 
Latonia summer meeting lias apparently done him 
much good. Cracker Box has not won a race since 
tie Charleston meeting in the spring of l!tl2. when 
at six and a half furlongs lie heat Morristown. Lady 
Lightning, Soiiada and Breaker Boy. This was just 
after lie ran second to Jawbone in the Palmetto 
Derby, with I’lamnia. Bard of Hope. Manager Mack. 
Colonel Holloway. Duval. Pliant and Commoner's 
Touch behind him. After lie mid gotten over tlm 
ailment which prevented him from tilling Ills en- 
gagement in the Kcntucki Derby, the colt was 
always raced a bit out of his class, but this fall 
lie will meet a chea|ier grade of horses. Ii is hard 
to realize, after running a race like Cracker Box did 
in the Palmetto Derby and his performance of one 
week later, at Charleston, that a year and a half 
would elapse without his winning a race. Such is 
his record, however, and it serves to show the ups 
and downs of a horse on the turf. ('. J. Casey, 
former owner of the colt. Is uo-r tn New York city, 
and. so far as is known, has no horses iu training, 
fie parted with Cracker Bex. at Juarez last winter. 



AMBITIOUS PLANS FOR LAUREL. 

New Manager of Maryland Track Announces Policy 
That Will Be Followed Out. 



Baltimore, Mil.. September 16. — Now that H. D. 
Brown has sold and delivered the stock which hi* 
formcrl.t held in the Maryland State Fair at Laurel, 
he finally anil officially severs his connection with 
that enterprise, aud his place is taken by Matt J. 
Winn, manager of the Churchill Downs course at 
Louisville and the Jockey Club Juarez, at Juarez. 
Mexico. Manager Winn's first move was a reorgani- 
zation of tlu> working force at the Laurel plant, 
and. though hut three weeks remain to get every 
thing in proper condition for the meeting about to 
lie run off. lie is crowding every improvement that 
such a limited time will permit. 

Iu line with these ideas, the space iu front of 
the grandstand, which formerly was deep in dust, 
making it uncomfortable, not atone for those who 
witnessed tbe races lroui that point. hut for the 
occupants of the stands, will he paved with brick, 
which will lie a great improvement. New stands 
lor the timers and judges will be erected, the latter 
being an exact duplicate of the one at Churchill 
Downs, which is considered the finest of its kind 
in America, if not in the world. 

The present stables will all l>o prepared and put 
in first-class condition. In fact, the plant will lie 
thoroughly overhauled as far as possible. 

Bui it is what Manager Winn lias in view in re- 
spect lo the Laurel race course that will appeal to 
those who have the good of the sport at heart. The 
plant will lie run oti a plane of tin* highest class. 
An up-to-date clubhouse will he erected next year, 
which should tend to create that social atmosphere 
so helpful to the good of tile turf. 

Every convenience that will lie necessary for the 
public’s enjoyment will be installed. This will also 
bold good in respect to the wants of the horsemen. 
None but the best of the burns now on the course 
will lie allowed to remain. The others will lie taken 
down and new up-to-the-minute stables will be 
erected. 

It is also Mr. Winn’s intention to Introduce some 
feature, such as the Endurance Stakes at Churchill 
Downs. Louisville, and make it an annual event. 
Hint will not alone attract the best horses in the 
country, but bring attention to the course, which it 
would not otherwise receive. 

One feature that will be missing during the 
coming meeting is the liettiug commissioners, who 
formerly plied their vocation in the grandstand. 
This is in line with t lie policy of the new manage- 
ment. for in bidding for public favor, they do not 
wish to give offense to anyone. The ring this fall 
will be ir on to all reputable layers at $20 per race, 
and. under no circumstances, will it be pro-rated, 
as at former meetings. 

In fact, the o|ieu and above policy will lie the 
watchword of the new management, which means 
a fair field and no favor. Commencing next season, 
more liberal purses will be given, with the idea 
of attracting the best horses in the country, and 
in addition, there will be special features that will 
apiieal to public and horsemen alike, while the 
present plant, as far as appearances go, will lie 
greatly improved. 

BIG CROWD VISITS NEW TRACK. 



People of Montreal Showing Proper Appreciation of 
Efforts of Dorval Management. 



Montreal. Que., September 16. — Another large 
crowd gathered at the Dorval track this afternoon. 
It was larger in point of numbers than that of the 
opening day and speculation was much keener. The 
reason given for this by those who ought to know 
is that many of the local people who have been 
attending the half-mile meetings at Delorimier 
and King Edward l’arks really believed that the 
ring at Dorval was to he syndicated. When they 
found that the management was making every effort 
to provide a high class meeting they showed their 
appreciation by lending their support. It is pre- 
dicted that the patronage will keep increasing as 
the meeting progresses 

It is doubtful if the track at Dorval will be 
really fast during the present meeting. The footing 
is safe, but a little cuppy. which accounts for the 
slow time. It may be that this is responsible for 
the change in form shown by some of the horses, 
for the afternoon’s results showed only one of the 
seven favorites first at the finish. Yorkville. win- 
ner of the second race, was the lone successful 
choice. He was a 1 to 5 shot, which meant that 
lie ran practically unbacked so far as the public 
was concerned. 

Surprises were in order and probably the biggest 
one was furnished by Good Day. which was good 
enough to run all over the track and then win by a 
length and a half going away. Du Saturday last, 
when ridden hv W. W. Taylor aud a receding fa- 
vorite, Good Day ran a peer race. There was a 
change >>f riders today. Gould having the mount. 

Schurf’s handling of Earl of Savoy and Colors, 
both of which were favorites for their respective 
races, did not earn that young man any friends. 
Colors, usually a quick beginner, broke slowly and 
the gap that she was forced to close in the early 
stages did not help her chances any. On Earl of 
Savoy Scliarf rode a had race. He permitted the 
latter to drop back just before making the turn into 
the homestretch and after going wide, closed with 
a rush. It is just possible that, the horse may have 
stmek a deep spot when he dropped hack, hut at all 
events there was no question hut that fie was much 
the best of his field. 

The management lias announced that a steeple- 
chase course meeting the requirements of the rules 
of the Canadian Racing Associations will he con- 
structed immediately following the close of the 
meeting. Ir is the purpose of the Dorval Jockey 
(Tub to feature steeplechase racing next season. 
The club feels much encouraged by the interest that 
is being taken iu the proposed $20,000 Derby that 
will lx- rttn next season and already promises of 
subscriptions have been obtained from a number of 
prominent horsemen . 

ABOYEUR’S SALE TO RUSSIAN BUYERS. 

Particulars of the sale of this year’s sensational 
Epsom Derby winner. Aboycur. to the Imperial 
Racing Society of St. Petersburg, Russia, have 
been received. The sale was affected iu the course 
of tlie first week of this month. The price, while 
not given out authoritatively, is said to have been 
$65,000. The colt was at once dispatched oil his 
journey to Russia, where he will joint another Derby 
winner. Minoru, at tlie Gaiter More Stud near Khar- 
koff. Aboycur did not finish first in the Derby, lint 
was awarded Die race when Cragunour mn dis- 
qualified foe humping and boring and not keeping a 
straight course. 

Atioyeur, which is a sou of Desmond — Pawky, was 
bred in Ireland by T. K. Laiillaiv. As a youngster 
lie was sold to James Daly, who passed him on at a 
profit to Mr. Peard, and the latter transferred him 
to Tom Lewis, the Xetheravon trainer. He carried 
Lewis’ colors on a few occasions, and then came 
into the possession of A. P. Cnnliffe. Aboycur is 
the second Derby wiuner to tie sold to Russia within 
tlie past few weeks, as it is only recently \V. Hall 
Walker disposed of .Minoru, the hero of 1307. to the 
Imperial Racing Society for the reported price of 
$l(HUM>o. With a Derby winner by Cyllene and an- 
other by Desmond in its possession, the Russian 
breeding establishment is now about as well equipped 
as any in the world.
